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PICTURE SHOWS AND OTHERS. 

The New York Child Welfare Committee has 
bean studying amusement places and has 
reached the conclusion that picture .shows are 
not to be condemned and that the direct in- 
fluence of the “high-priced” theater upon the 
mass of the people is negligible. 

The investigation disclosed that {in the cheap- 
er theaters the majority of the audiences come 
from the working class, a minority from the 
“clerical or business” class, and a minute re- 
mainder is made up of vagrants and leisure- 
class persons, who are happily classed together. 
In the high-priced theaters the leisure class 
shows a slight majority over the business or 
clerical,. with the working class contributing 
only about two per cent of the total. 

Burlesque shows, supported largely by boys 
of 16 to 18. years, are held to be most “perni- 
cious;” five-sixths of them are classed as “de- 
moralizing” and one-sixth as “lowering.” Of 
vaudeville performances one-fifth are rated as 
“lowering,” three-fourths of them as “not ob- 
_-Jectionable” while only five per cent are allowed 
to have any positive value. 

The moving picture shows are ranked much 
higher. Half of them are said to possess some 
positive value and the other half are “not ob- 
Jectionable.” | 

If the conclusions are accepted it appears that 
in the entertainments between the high-priced 
theater presenting high-class plays and the 5 
and 10 cent picture shows there is nothing 
whose elimination would be the cause for re- 
gret, while the loss of most of it would be 
desirable. If the picture shows are emptying 
' the galleries of the cheap vulgar theaters, they 
should be encouraged, according to this report, 
until they empty the balconies and the orchestra 
as well. It is certainly an astonishing recom- 
mendation for the moving picture’ theaters. 
They are popular and seem destined to stay so. 
In that event it would be well that their of- 
ferings be guarded and kept to a high level of 
taste. They not-only answer the question of 
the decency of public taste but, if properly di- 
~Yected, they will make an end of the demoraliz- 
ing shows that the Child Welfare Committee 
nes condemned.

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| THE HANNA SYSTEM TESTED. 

The “System” now represented by Chicago meth- 
ods of monopolizing meats did not succeed in en- 
trenching itself fully until it secured plenary con- 
trol at Washington under the policies represented 
by the late Marcus A, Hanna. In 1900, the Amer- 
fean West was prouder of nothing than of its 
share in “feeding the world.” 

On a test item authenticated from Washington, 
the results of the Hanna system of marketing ap- 
pear as steady reductions of our part in feeding 
the world, while the system is exploiting the home 
market: The report of the London Central Market 
Committee, forwarded through the American Con- 
sul General, shows that the London meat supply 
is now enormous. As an open market, London 
draws its food from the world. Last :ear it con- 
sumed 419,550 long tons of refrigerated meats, 
such as are handled by the Chicago monopoly. 
Those who expect to find the United States stil] in 
the lead in feeding the world, will be astonished 
to learn that Continental Europe, which fs sup- 
posed to suffer from meat famine, supplied Lon- 
don with more meat than it received from the 
whole of North America Out of the tctal of 419,- 
550 long tons of refrigerated meats ir London's 
consumption for 12 months, only 44,203 tons were 
_ Yeeeived from Nort» America, with 62,772 tons 
from Continenta] Europe and tne rest chiefly from 
Scuth America and Australia. 

Under the Hanna#ystem the open London mar- 
ket is better supplied with meat than Chicago 
when the Chicago market !s closed for the benefit 
of the Beef Trust. This may measure the suc- 
cess of extortion in the United States. It shows 
_ how monopoly can suppress reciprocity at home.

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PROGRESS AND PREDACITY. 

The issue forced when Goy. Deneen called the 
Illinois legislature into special session is one 
of the greatest in the-industrial and commercial 
history of [linoig and of the United States. It 
is almost as easy to demonstrate this as it is 
to state it. It is virtually self-evident as it de 
fines itself through the second of the conspiracies 
to nullify the organic will of the people of I)- 
linois, acting by direct vote in the exercise of 
their highest functions, to assure the success of 
the greatest work of industrial engineering ever 
undertaken within the limits of the continental 
United States. 

The value of initiative in American self-gov- 
ernment showed at its highest and best, when 
acting in its own’right as an American State, 
Illinois took the future of the Deepwater con- 
nection between the Great Lakes and the Gulf 
of Mexico into its own hands.

Demonstrat- 
ing the meaning of natural progress, at 
Illinois expense, the results now achieved are 
the twenty-four foot channel, leading out of the 
Lakes, and across the Lakes divide into the 
Valley of the Mississippi. | 

As President Taft himself admitted, this 
channel opening the way for the greatest deep- 
water steamers, promises connection through the 
Mississippi “with the harbors of the world.”

Jt remains now to defeat 
the obstruction of the local parasitism which 
attempts to make the price of progress in every 
American State the privilege of satiety for its 
own capacity to suck blood. As they are repre- 
sented in the Illinois legislature, these vermin 
of predacity lurk concealed in, a creeping 
swarm, organized through the sympathy of their 
own insatiable appetites. ~The possible profits 
from the immense industrial horsepower which 
will be called into use by the people of Illinois 
along the course of the great waterway, excite 
the parasitic appetite unti] it becomes an Iin- 
sanity of predacity. 

Of the finality, there is no doubt. In Illinois 
ami out, the energies of progress are those-of 
a constructive people, achieving the local re- 


‘sults of sanity and health in spite of corruption. 


No matter what it costs predacity to lose, Amert- 
can progress will win at a cost. The vote 
in the Illinois House will not decide the out- 
come of the waterways project; it will only de 
cide whether the House majority is on the 
side of obstructive predacity or of progress.

ple are running after it and them. And it may 
be said that the poor student who ifs ruined by 
the exampld of his rich companions is of weak 
mental and moral fiber.

a dollar. Colleges do not give all students a good 
education for the good and sufficient reason that 
nature does not provide everybody with the abil- 
ity to receive one.

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| SIGNIFICANCE OF THE BRIDGE FETE. - 

} The bridge fete, marking the completion of 
the piers, would be a hollow thing if the cere 
monies are considered without regard to. their 
significance. The significance is not that the 
first step in the work of actual] construction {ts 
finished. There have been misunderstandings 
between those charged with the duty of buifld- 
ing the bridge and the people who are paying 
the bills. The people have become tn some degree 
suspicious of the sincerity of the officials. The 
officials have not been frank with the people. 

A municipal enterprise whose realization will 
upset monopolistic adjustments and seriously 
affect the established order of business, is in- 
evitably the subject of opposition which be 
comes cunning, tricky and subtle once {t has 
lost in open conflict. In such circumstances the 
friends of the enterprise must not divide their 
ranks. The bridge builders and the people, who 
pay the bills, must stand together against the 
common enemy. Each must trust the other and 
the trust must be deserved, 

Celebrating the completion of the plers means 
nothing if it does not mean that the friends of 
the bridge have made new resolves to stand to- 
gether and push to epeedy completion the struc- 
ture which is to end the reign of the monopoly 
that has been gnawing at the city’s vitals for 
nearly half a century. 
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If the old guard in the Senate has any more 
of the real thing in reactionary measures they 
want to put over, they better hurry up while 
Lorimer is still on the job. 
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SCOTTISH EMIGRATION, 

There is some misgiving in Great Britain now 
about the results of booming emigration, although 
we are accustomed to think that crowded Britain 
is always glad to see any of her subjects move 
out and make room for those who must remain. 
The figures of the Scottish census show a decline 
of the rural population as well as that of the 
towns. The Scotch have been emigrating to Can- 
ada in large numbers. During the last five years 
Scotland has sent about 90,000 of her fnhabitants 
to Canada and, of course, many more to other 
parts of the world. This is a very good thing 
for the British colonies, but London Truth takes 
the liberty of doubting its advantage to Great 
Britain. 

The Scottish emigration to Canada has been 
carefully selected, making it certain that Scotland 
has been losing a valuable portion of her popula- 
tion. Corhing late into the field as a bidder for 
immigration, Canada, as our own experience with 
her has taught us, has developed the policy of 
locating new settlers on the land and keeping 
them out of the big cities unless they are partic- 
ularly needed as skilled mechanics. Truth thinks 
it is of vital consequence to Great Britain that 
the drain on its population should be stopped, but 
takes it for granted that this will only be done 
by giving a Scotchman as much inducement to re- 
main in his own country as he now receives to 
transfer his home to Canada.

The House 
of Lords has been blocking land legislation in 
Scotland for a numb’r of years, with the inten- 
tion no doubt of keeping the landas a ‘game pre- 
serve.

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UNIVERSAL SUFFBAGE IN ITALY. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

United Italy will signalize the beginning of the 
second half-century of its nationa)] existence with 
a sweeping change in her electoral system. It is 
assumed that the Government's suffrage bill will 
become law. without serious modification. In 
that event universal suffrage will be substituted 
for the present system based on an educational 
and property qualification. Secondly, voting will 
be made obligatory, and the electorate will thus 
be swelled by the entire mass of Catholic voters 
who now boycott the polls. Out of nearly nine 
million males over the age of 21, less than three 
million are now inscribed on the electoral lists. 
Under the new law. it is estimated that itn the 
next partiamentary elections nearly nine million 
votes will be cast—an enormous increase on the 
face of it. Out of the nine millions, nearly three 
and a half millions will be {fllicerates, and a mil- 
semi-flliterates—voters, 
that is, who are able to ready only. Furthermore, 
it js estimated that in Northern Italy the vote 
wil] be doubled, in Central Italy trebled, in Rome 
and Naples increased fourfold, and in Sicily and 
Sardinia increased fivefold, thus emphasizing the 
present predominance of the south Italians. The 
consequences must be far-reaching. The total en- 
franchisement of women in the United States or 
Great Britain would not work so great a change in 
the political complexion of the respective coun- 
tries. Yet here we have the Italian Government 
going at the task in a spirit of cheerful confi- 
dence.

Now That Dictator Is Gone 
Rebel Leaders Tell How His 
Government Led Intrigue. 





SOUGHT TO, RUIN BANK 





Banking Laws Forced Central 
Institution to Rescue Against 
Government's Own Game. 


HOUSTON, Tex., 7-ne I.—The cost 
of the overthrow of the Dias regime 
in Mexico was less than $1,000,000 and 
the Madero family pad the freight. 


Excepting the loss of life, the pillage 
and the financial lesses to individuals 
through the operations of war, only 
$900,000 was expended to force Dias 
from the threne he had creat and 
return Mexico to the hands 5 the 
people for government, as the eonstitu- 
tion ef the republic provides. 

This war fund was provided entirely 
by the Madero family. In round num- 
bers Francisco IL Madero Jr., the rebel 
leader, invested $400,000; Gustavo Madero 
$300,000 and Francisco I. Madero Sr. $200,- 
000. The money was spent for arms and 
ammunition. The soldiers served with- 
out pay, love of freedom and patriot- 
ism drawing thousands to the cause of 
the Maderoists. . 

Since the crushing of the self-oon- 
stituted monarchy in Mexico an inter- 
esting bit of histery regarding an 
intrigue by the Government te make 
impossible the financing of the revolu- 
tion, has come, out. It appears that 
when Madero “pronounced” the revolu- 
tion, the Government attempted to 
crush the bank of Nuevo Leon, in which 
the Madero family was heavily inter- 
ested. The paid-up capital of the bank 
was $2,000,000 and it had a $2,000,000 re- 
serve, largely in guayule rubber plants. 
It was also heavily interested in 
various Mexican industries. 
Government Sought te Crush Bank. 

At the outbreak of the revolution 
the bank had $3,000,000 in outstanding 
bills. The Maderos charge that credi- 
ters were urged by the Government to 
insist upon linquidation within 30 days 
and that an “intervento” was appoint- 
ed to take charge of the collateral. The 


bank withdrew from the riibber market 


and realized upon its own. plants to 
the extend of $2,000,000. It was at this 
time that Jose I. Limantour, Minister 
ef Finance, returned from Europe and 
told President Diaz that the country 
was in the hands of the rebels. _ 

The Government intrigue, Madero 
says, was largely defeated by the na- 
tional banking law. 

According to the Mexican banking 
system all local banks must hold stock 
in the Central Bank of the City of 
Mexico. This forced the Central Bank 
to aid the Bank of Nuevo Leon and 
through the Central Bank the Neuvo 
Leon was able to linquidate its $3,000,- 
000 claims. It was at this time that 
Limantour returned to find the finances 
of the country in a snart. 

Limanteur realized the Government’s 
cause was hopeless and undertook the 
task of winning Diaz to a compromise 
with the Maderos. It was a long fight 
and one that exhausted both Diaz and 
his adviser, both having gone abroad 


to rest.

noah brought Chief Slaughter of the 
Fire Department to his feet with a 
speech that established beyond any 
doubt that ‘‘Doc’’ would not be shet or 
chloroformed to save expenses and that 
he would continue eating grass in his 
pasture until natural death overtakes 
him. The Counctl, moved by Chief 
Slaughter’s appeal, passed the neces- 
sary legislation to insure him pasturage 
and attention the rest of his life. 

For 12 years this horse responded to 
every tap of the bell in Ardmore’s fire 
department, and by his speed and 
strength saved thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property in helping drag the 
engine to fires.

RUSSIA 


St. Petersburg Surprised That Russian 
Opinion Should Be Sought, 


ST PETERSBURG, May 2. 
HE New York World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch 





i Petersburg, though not exactly the sort of im- 
pression Americans would expect. Everybody ap- 
proached on the subject is surprised that America 
should care what Russia thinks about her. 

“tT am really astonished,” said Mr. Suvorin, ed- 
itor of the Novoe Vremya, Russia's oldest and big- 
gest paper, when the special correspondent delegated 
‘to this city asked this noted man’s opinion on the 
unprecedented growth of the American population. 

“Tt never occurred to me tat American readers 
-would be at all interested in Russian opinion. We 
are so far away from America. Our ideas and 
ideals are so vastly different. And then, you are 
always in such a hurry abou: everything. We never 
hurry if we can help it. This is why you must give 
me time to think over your census. It is mort in- 
teresting, but I did not think that what we think, 
here in Russia, could possibly interest Americans.” 

After being requested to call again in a few days, 

the correspondent was bowed out with true Rus- 
sian leisure and politeness. But the Russian 
translation of the census report interested every- 
body just as much as the inquiry astounded them. 
- Perhaps the Grand. Duke Nicolai Nicolaievitch, 
cousin of the Czar, was the most astonished of all. 
His surprise almost amounted to indignation. He Is 
a soldierly, gray-haired man, well on in the sixties. 
He looked at the census proof with a frown. 

#T can not understand,” he began in perfect, clipped 
English, “why you Americans always want to know 
what other people thing about you and your coun- 
try. Russians never care what foreigners think 
about them. I don’t approve of it. It shows a 
morbid self-consciousness. ‘the fact is, America 
is still raw. Let us take this enormous increase of 
populaticn. It is not yet assimilated. It has not 
grown accustomed to the idea oi being great. When 
it has it will not run about -:king what other coun- 
tries think of it.

When 
you have been beaten and found that a greater 
part of your civilization is humbug, you will sit 
down to think. You will see that you want dis- 
cipline. The lesson will cost you much gold and 
many men. And you will learn to talk less and 
to see to the foundations of your national life. You 
will become chastened in adversity. You will make 
your children obey their parents; they do not do 80 
now. I have observed them in the parks and prom- 
enades of ‘Southern France and of Paris. And you 
will also make your public servants and engineers 
do their work well. Then, if you do all this, you 

will become a great nation. 

“No, I am not going to say any more. Your read- 
ers will think I have said too much. I do not care. 
This 4s my opinion of America’s future. Good 
morning.”’ 

And, thankful for small mercies where grand dukes, 
always averse to interviewers, are concerned, the 
correspondent, chastened in spirit, left the house, 
which is furnished with a severe simplicity quite 
in keeping with its severe inmate.

This new 
element, in spite of a certain undesirable percentage, 
is strong, on the whole, healthy and quite fitted to 
lay the foundations of a fine nation. There is, there- 
fore, no reaSon why the present population should not 
be trebled within the next thirty years. The in- 
crease so far is not only healthy, but quite steady 
In spite of what some critics of the United States 
say—and there are plenty of them in Europe—the 
rate of increase is normal. Therefore it can safely 
go on at its present compound-interest rate. I ven- 
ture to predict that, somewhere about the year 1960, 
the United States population will be pretty near two 
hundred millions, with weaith in proportion. 

“The present condition of the United States is good 
for study to every serious politician. Until lately 
we in Europe have been apt to ignore this. I think 
that the Americans themselves are only now be- 
ginning to guess at their own political pogsibilities. 
These days are over. A new life and new responsi- 
bilities are beginning for America, because she has 
now time to look around her and gauge possibilities. 

“One of these is foreign trade, still in a very un- 
developed state. The other is world politics. Of 
course, America has a very powerful neighbor whom 
she will find it necessary to watch. The day is not 
so very far distant when America will see the need 
of an army far larger and better organized than 
she has hitherto kept up. Not that the army will be 
necessary for war. It is likely to do more than any- 
thing else to contribute to the world’s peace by just 
sitting still, as it were, and keeping a good standard 
of efficiency. History has proved more than once 
that the Americans .now how to fight. Nobody 
doubts that. 

“They also know the priceless secret of work, 
and this speaks more for America’s future than 
anything else. In Europe, I am sorry to say, many 
people still think it a shame, or at any rate a dis- 
agreeable necessity to work, and therefore often 
only do so when they are obliged. In the United 
States it is a shame to be idle. How wise a nation

think it a shame to live idly! 
to, be learned from them. 

‘T have a great admiration for American educa- 
tion, which, according to the census returns, is in a 
very flourishing condition. You see, the American 
school started without the handicap of tradition, 
which forced useless subjects into the European 
timetable just because their grandfathers had had 
them. American schools are practical and intensive. 
They start with the idea of fitting a boy to fight 
the battle with the world, and they keep to it all the 
time. There is an enormous thirst for education in 
America. This fs a good thing, for it equips good, 
practicai, clear-headed workers. 

“The age States need have no fear whatever 
about their finances. “The country seems almost to 
multiply its wealth by itself. Look at the marvel- 
ous rapidity with which it recovered from the re- 
cent financial crisis, which would have crippled most 
other couutries for a decade.

RUSSIAN PREMIER SEES US AS A GREAT 
FIGURE IN THE POLITICS OF THE WORLD 


T FIRST all attempts were vain to get a reply from Prime Minister Stolypin, the 
most powerful man in Russia and certainly one of the busiest men in Europe.

If you consider 
the vastness of the country you will see 
that the population is comparatively three times 
less than that of Russia in Europe and 10 times 
less than Germany. Moreover, I believe that emi- 
gration to America will decrease, But in any case 
there is plenty of room in Alaska, Canada, Green- 
land and Central America. 


Philosopher Thinks Rapid Growth Will Halt 
in This Country. 
BY DR. RIZA TEWFIK BEY. 

(Dr. Riza Tewfik Bey is perhaps the most intel- 
ligent of Turks. He is popularly known as “Phil- 
osopher Tewfik” and is a professor of philosophy 
in the Ottoman University.) 

HE prodigious growth of population in North- 
‘E ern America has more than once attracted 
the attention of distinguished scientists and 
philosophers of the civilized world. I well re- 
member the very same question—as to the future 
population *of America—was put to Herbert Spen- 
cer when he visited America (in 1892, if I am not 
mistaken.) This philosopher, to whom I owe much 
for my intellectual training, said that the liberal 
institutions of America would play a prominent 
role in the growth of population. His opinions 
on this subject have been published in a volume 
which is worth consulting. 

I do not believe this growth of population will 
continue at the present rate, as the environment 
of the United States has a limited. capacity, al- 
though the country is so large. Above all, the 
growth of population depends on the environment 
and the richness of the land. The population of 
Brazil, however,,is sure to grow enormously, as 
that country is vast and hag unlimited natural re- 
sources as yet unexploited. I apprehend that the 
United States will reach the limit of her growth 
within half a century. Then a tendency toward 
equilibrium will be marked between her own ele- 
ments and other parts of America, Europe and 
Japan. Naturally, if afterward the United States 
be haunted by the nightmare of imperialism United 
Europe, with Japan and perhaps with the aid of 
Russia, will arrest any aim toward expansion and 
conquest on her part. Therefore I see no political 
@anger in her growth of population. 
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It is inan economic sense that the United States 
wil be able to exercise a powerful Influence over 
European markets. Still I do nct tnink there is 
much to be feared even in that direction either. 

As a man of science I believe that every move- 
ment aims at a final equilibrium. I have nothing 
more to say, except that I rejoice at the growth 
of the United States.

Mayor Charges Conspiracy. 

Mayor Dumas was arrested at Hib- 
bing, Minn., as he stepped from a Great 
Northern train:at the head of the Cass 
Lake baseball team, of which he is 
manager. After being lockej in the 
Hibbing jail, the physician declared that 
he was the victim of a conspiracy. The 
wording pf the warrant upon which he 
is held is that he participated in ‘‘a con- 
spiracy for the wilful, malicious and 


felonious destruction of property.” 
Preceding the arrest there occurred a 


detec- 


wp battle between detectives and two men, 


members ,of the band of which Dr. Du- 
mas. is declared to have been the 
genius, who were detected in the act 
of blowing a safe at Puposky, 18 miles 
north of Bemidji. 

The robbers fired automatic revolvers 
at close quarters at the detectives, 
shotguns. One of 
them, William ‘Bean, fell, severely 
wounded. His confederate was wound- 
ed, but escaped into the forest. He 
is said to be Michael (Curley) Davis. 
None of the detectives was injured. 

Robber Involves Mayor. 

Bean's confession is said to have im- 
plicated Dr. Dumas and to have caused 
the issuance of a warrant against him. 
Bean said that the Mayor was_the in- 
spiration of the robber band, leading in 
its secret councils and planning its 
exploits. He declared that an attempt 
to break into a safe at Shevlin was 
frustrated by Dr. Dumas’ failure <= 
supply sufficient nitroglycerin. 


In addition to the charges of safe- 
biowing. the band of criminals is de- 
clared by Chief Deputy Fire Marshal 
Wallace to have been guilty of many 
tacts of irncendiarism in Cass County. 

Wallace predicted that, before the in- 
vestigation is completed, many promi- 
nent men in northern Minnesota, besides 
Mayor Dumas, will be involved in 
criminal charges. 

The Mayor has been for years highly 
regarded not only as a professional) 
man, but as a faithful public official. 

Graduated as a Physician. 

Mayor Dumas was graduated from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Chicago, and was very prominent in 
the Northwest. He was not only re- 
spected as Mayor of Cass Lake, a phy- 
sician of high standing, but he was 
the man who warned the Government 
that efforts to enforce ‘“‘pussy foot’’ 
Johnson's interpretation of the Indian 
treaty with respect to liquor selling 
in the Northern country would be re- 
sisted with bullets.

DIVORCE SUIT IS HALTED 





A Friendly Game of 500 Started

Husband Brought Suit. 

The suit for divorce was instituted 
by Casey.

He complained of a series of alleged 
indignities which caused him to pass 
sleepless nights in worry. He said his 
wife refused to speak to him at times, 
objected to his relatives visiting him 
and that she took the presents ‘his

After Judge Homer heard the 
plaintiff’s testimony he called Mrs.

The musicians and pilots had tem- 
porarily deserted their posts, how- 
ever, and there was some delay in 
starting the music and noise. Finally. 
an American flag was let fly to ths 
breeze. The band struck up “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” and the whis- 
tles of the harbor boat, Erastus 
Wells, the ferryboat, Alonzo C. 
Church, and other craft greeted tlhe 
colors. 

Returning to the barges, Mayor 
Kreismann and other. officials lis- 
tened to the invocation of the Rev. 
William J. Williamson, who asked 
divine blessing on the work. 

Mayor Kreismann read his  ad- 
dress, in which he said that the 
building of the bridge was due to an 
“impatient and almost unanimous de- 
sire of our people for conplete inde- 
pendence in transportation facilities.”

Through the bridge, he declared, it 
was hoped that the commercial life 
of St. Louis might “secure to itself 
perpetual immunity from such 
charges on all traffic over river 
crossings as might be found discrim- 
inative, burdensome or excessive.”

“Cincinnati, however, does not con- 
tinue to operate its bridge as a pub- 
lic utility,” Mayor Kreismann pointed 
out. 

“The success of our enterprise de- 
pends on the city forever operating 
this highway as an open, nominally 
free river crossing.” Mayor Kreis-

When Charles H. Huttig of the Hut- 
tig Sash and Door Co., the greatest 
loser in the first of the three fires, 
learned last night of the third fire on 
consecutive days in the same neighbor- 

- hood, he said that the frequency of the 
disastrous fires gave grave grounds for 
speculation. 

“TI went over the details of our fir? 
very carefully this afternoon with the 
managers of the plant,’’ said Huttig, 
“and we arrived at the same Cconclu- 
sion as originally announced, that the 
fire was caused by a spark from an 
engine. 

“However, with the recurrencé again 
tonight of a fire in that same neighbor- 
hood, we must say that it seems more 
than an accident. 

“I can offer no explanation. Our 
plant was an open shop, as was the 
William G. I*rye plant, which burned 
Friday night, but we have had no la- 
bor troubles. Of course, it might be 
that some fanatic is responsible for the 
fires.”’

Plea for More Funds.

I Know of other cities 
that have spent $8,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000 for bridges across streams that 
are but creeks as compared with the 
Mississippi River—and bridges that 
are built without providing for rail- 
road transportation.” 


Cyrus P. Walbridge was unable to 
attend the ceremonies, and his place 
was taken by Sidney Story, repre- 
sentative of the Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Co. Story asked for 
support of his enterprise.

John Francis Fahey’s desire to pro 
vide hig 18-year-old bride with hand- 
some dresses and bits of finery was the 
cause that made tim fall into the 
clutches of money lenders. Their claims 
drove him to his self-inflicted death, 
which came when he drank earbolic 
acid, after making several attempts to 
end his life with tincture of opium. 

Fahey’s body was found yesterday in 
Forest Park, near the spring, which is 
reached by a path from the Laclede pa- 


vilfou. The discovery ended @ search 


which the young wife had been making 


rince she received Friday a letter 
mailed in.Granite City, in which Fahey 
told of his troubles with money lenders 
and his intention to end his life. A 
diary, found in his pocket, told of his 
financial troubles and his attempts at 
suicide. 

The Faheys were married December 21 
last and went to live at the home of the 
bride’s mother, at 2836 Caroline street. 
Fahey, who was an élecirician, earned 
75 a month, and his wife was not in a 
hurry to have a home of her own until 
he could make more. The husband, 
however, was impatient for housekeep- 
ing and in January they rented the flat 
at 2824A, in the same building. 

Bought Furniture on Time, 

They bought furniture on time pay- 
ments, and these payments, with their 
rent and provision bills, fitted the hus- 
band's income snugly. But he took 
pride in his girl-wife and wished her to 
dress as attractively as did the unmar- 
ried girls she knew. 

“He used to bring me home nice lit- 
tle things to wear,’’ said Mrs. Fahey, 
amid her sobs, yesterday, “but I never 
thought to ask him where he got them. 
He did not get thcm from his pay, for 
he used to give me the entire amount 
every month, except 50 cents for his 
dues in a hospital association. 

“He never told mo of borrowing 
money, except that once he said he had 
borrowed $20 from a friend and had re- 
paid it.”’ 

The widow is left penniless, ana her 
claim to the $500 insurance ts in doubt. 
While the public administrator holds 
that his letter acts as a will, bequeath- 
ing the ineaurance to her, Fahey’s father 
says that he made the recent payments 
after the young man had fallen behind 
to a point where the policy was about 
to lapse. Fahey’s mother, to whom the 
policy was originally made out, will 
claim it. 

Was DLorrowing Money. 

That he in reality was borrowing 
money which he could not repay, at 
the rates charged him by money lend- 
ers, was shown by the letter which 
she received Friday, two days after 
his disappearance. She went to po- 
lice headquarters and begged officials 
there to find her husband, saying she 
would gladly work to extricate him 
from debt. She asked the police ‘of- 
ficials to find the money lenders who 
had dealings with her husband, and 
to help her to make an arrangement 
by which their claims could’ be grad- 
ually met. 

Mrs. P. D. Streeper, a next door 
neighbor, wife of F&ahey’s employer, 
went to headquarters yesterday in 
behalf of the young wife, and learned 
that a body had been found in the 
park, She went to the Morgue, rec- 
ognized the body as Fahey’s, and re- 
turned to the widowed bride with the 
news. 

At the home of Fahéy’s parents, 
4228 Gibson avenue, the young wife 
yesterday discuszed with the par- 
ents the question of funeral arrange- 
ments. The Faheys are Catholics and 
she is not, though she was married 
to Fahey by a priest. It was finally 
agreed to have two services! one at 
the flat and a second, if it could be 
arranged, in church, to be followed 
by burial in a Catholic cemetery. 

The last plan is in doubt, owing to 
the church rule against interment of 
suicides in consecrated ground. This 
ru!» does not apply in cases where it 
is held that the person committing 
suicide was of unsound mind. at the 
time. '

He suspected that the 
child was suffering from tetanus, but 
was baffled by the action of the child. 
The baby managed to swallow sub- 
stances administered by the physician. 
Next day, however, when the baby was 
again taken to Dr. Rohifing’s office he 
had no hesitancy in pronouncing the 
trouble lockjaw. He ordered the par- 
ents to place the baby in a hospital, 
after administering anti-tetanus toxin. 

At the hospital physicians held out 
little hope for the child’s recovery, the 
parents being told that the baby was 
not presented for treatment in time to 
get the best results from the anti- ° 
toxin. :

Injections of 
a serum which is the best known pre- 
ventive of hydrophobia, were made into 
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his spine. 

The other boys, Harry Villinger and 
Willie Saborosch, each aged 8, have 
thus far shown no ill effects. They 
have also been under the Pasteur 
treatment. 

Was Bitten Tvrvice. 

The dog appeared in the nelghbor- 
hood of the Uelhoff home the night of 
May 1% Willie was on the sidewalk 
before the door at 9 p. m., when 
the animal snapped at him. Then, 
springing at his face, the dog bit him 
in the forehead, and just over the left 
eye. 

Running across the street, the dog 
then bit Harry Villinger, who lives at 
$518 North Eleventh street. His bite 
was in the right arm. A few moments 
later the screams of Willie Saborosch, 
who lives at 3512 North Ninth street, 
- proclaimed that he had been Ditten in 
the left shoulder. 

A dog belonging to Fred Koch of 3510 
North Fourteenth street was also bit- 
ten, as was the horse .of Mrs. Ben 
Schroeder, a neighbor. Policeman George 
Martan then pursued the dog and killed 
it with his revolver. 

The three boys were taken to the city 
dispensary that night, and their wounds 
were catterized. The dispensary phys'- 
clans ordered them to report to the City 
Bacterlologist at the city hospital in 
the morning, and they did so. The 
Pasteur treatment was thereafter ad- 
minstered to them at regular intervals. 


a Becomes Morose. 
Friday Willie Uelhoff was morose and 


would not answer the questions his 
father, Casper Uelhoff, asked him in 
the effort to learn whether he was ill. 
A physician was called, and yesterday 
he suffered his first convulsion. 

The convulsion was s0 pronounced 
that the case was at once recognized as 
hydrophobia. The boy was strapped to 
a cot and removed to the city hospital. 
There last night his cries rang through 
cormtdors in the neighborhood of Ward 
B 90.

Will Testify on Return. 

‘‘When I return I will take the stand, 
though I don’t know why they want me. 
Merely for sensation, I presume. But 
when I have finished the public may 
then judge for themselves whether I or 
this man Gates has told the truth. 

“They say I sold out to the Steel 
Trust. I knew nothing of any Steel 
Trust.

Eut what is left out of the story is that 
on two occasions I point b'ank refused 
to do anything of the kind. The third 
time I was asked was when I was mo- 
toring; in Scotland. I received a cable 
from the President of the United States 
asking me to make armoy for’ ships 
tien awaiting complete construction, and 
I considered it my duty as an American 
citizen to comply with such a request. 

“There never was profit in the busi- 
ness on account of the small amount 
of armor needed. The plant remained 
idle most of the time.’’ 

When asked if a different condition 
existed now relative to the amount of 
armor made he answered using the pr 
noun “we’’ each time he mentioned op- 
erations of the present Steel Trust. 

“I decided. that there was much more 
money to be made in making pig iron, 
for the percentage of armor manufac- 
tured is trifling. Of course, there is 
much more made now, but even in these 
mad days the manufacture of armor is 
2% hegligible quantity. Last year we 
made 22,000,000 tons of steel products, 
and of that amount I am positive the

It has been 
the contention of the city law depart- 
ment that the original decree adjudicat- 
ed all Federal questions involved in this 
case. 
“The company contended that the 
Supreme Court decision in the injunc- 
tion suit did not finally settle all Fed- 
eral constitutional questions, and the| 
purpose of its motion for an amended 
petition was to prevent the city from 
setting up in its pleadings the fact that 
all constitutional questions as to the 
validity and reasonableness of the law 
had been settled. 
“The Supreme Court handed down no 
written opinion in dismissing the mo- 
tion for an amended decree. Judge 
Priest, representing the railways com- 
pany, in arguing the motion before the 
Supreme Court, emphasized the fact 
that ‘the city was contending that all 
Federal questions involved had been 
concluded by the original decree, and 
attempted to combat this conclusion. 
The Supreme Court must have taken 
cognizance of his argument, and the 
reasonable inference from its decision 
is that it holds that all Federal ques- 
tions have been settled. 

“The city did not wish to proceed 
with the trial of the cases fn the State 
courts so long as any litigation was 
pending in the Federal courts. But now 
that the Supreme Court has again ren- 
dered an important decision in favor of 
the city the law department will be 
ready to try the cases as soon as we 
can get a setting and a jury.” 


Mill Tax Ordered Under Wells. 
The mill tax law was enacted during 


the first term of Mayor Wells. It pro, 
vides that the United Railways must 
pay into the city treasury 1 mill for 
each revenue passenger carried on its 
ears. This ordinance repealed and su- 
perseded an ordinance fixing a license 
tax of $25 a year on each car in opera- 
tion. The city lawmakers conceived the 
idea that this tax was partially re- 
sponsible for the inadequate service of 
that time, because it tended to discour- 
age the company (from putting 
enough cars to handle the traffic. 
The United Railways, a few months 
ago, introduced a bill in the Munici- 
pal Assembly proposing a compro- 
mise of the mill-tax case for $1,000,- 
G00, payable at the rate of $10,000 a 
month, but demanded, as a conces- 
sion, the extension of its franchises 
unti] 1945. The bill was withdrawn

The peers and peeresses aro 
ir. crimson and ermine, the mayors in 
blue robes and their chains of office, the 
judges are in scarlet gowns and heavy 
white wigs, officers are in full dress uni- 
form, while the members of the College 
cf Heralds are most resplendent of all, 
enwrapped as they are in royal stana- 
ard. According to custom, the peers 
@rive up in their dress carriages, the 
ecoachmen and footmen wearing gor- 
geous liveries. 

The guests assemble in the vestibule 
and make their way to their places un- 
der the direction of the Earl Marshal 
(the Duke of Norfolk). Then, shortly 
before the King is aque to @rrive, dress 
carriages and pairs convey members 
of the royal family and foreign royal 
princes to the abbey from Buckingham 
Palace. These carriages are preceded 
by trumpeters of the Royal Horse 
Guards, followed by @ squadron of the 
First Life Guards, with, the band and 
first troop of the escort of the Koyal 
Horse. Guards. 

Then comes the King’s gorgeous 
procession of soldiers, court officials 
in gay regalia, etc., at a walking 
pace, amidst incessant applause and 
cheering, which their majesties ack- 
nowledge by ae almost without 


intermission. 
Procession Through the Abbey. 


The King and Queen on their arrival 
at the Abbey proceed without delay to 
their apartments, while what is termed 
the Abbey procession is being mar- 
shaled. Those who are in the King’s 
procession from Buckingham Palace, but 
do not take part in the Abbey proces- 
sion make their way to their alloted 
seats while the King and Queen have 
retired. 

As soon as everything is in order, 
the Abbey procession moves forward, 
the King and Queen taking their places 
as it passes their apartments. The King 
is now wearing his royal crimson robe 
of state and cap of estate. He also is 
ciad in a red sarcenet (or tunic), white 
silk shirt, white silk breeches and 
stockings and court shoes. 

The Abbey procession is headed by the 
chaplains-in-ordinary, the chaplains 
prebendaries of Westminster, followed 
by officers of all the quast-religious or- 
ders, the standard of the colonies and 
every flag representing any part or fea- 
ture of the Imperial Government, each 
borne by a peer or high officer of the 
household. Then comes the Keeper of 
the Crown Jewels, bearing on a cushion 
the ruby rings and the sword for the 
offering. Then follows the bearers: of 
the Queen’s regalia, the ivory rod with 
the dove, the sceptre with the. cross. 
Her Majesty’s crown is borne by the 
Duke of Devonshire. Her Majesty’s 
train is borne by the Mistress of the 
Robes, assisted by her train bearers. 


Bearing Coronation Regalia. 


Then follow the King’s regalia—St. 
Edward’s staff, two golden spurs, the 
scepter with the cross, the third sword, 
the curtana, the second sword, borne 
and escorted by peers and high offi: 
cers. Immediately preceding the King 
are: 

Earl Marshal of England, the Duke of 
Norfolk, with his baton, attended by his 
two pages; the scepter with the dove, 
borne by the Duke of Richmond: the 
patina, borne by thé Bishop of London: 
the Bishop of Bath and Wells; the 
sword of state, borne by the Ear! 
Beauchamp; St. Edward’s crown, borne 
by the Duke of Northumberland, at- 
tended by his two pages; the Bible, 
borne by the Bishop of Ripon. 

His Majesty’s train is borne by eight 
pages, flanked by the Bishop of Bath 
and Wells and the Bishop of Durham, 
with a rear guard of peers, honorables 
and soldiers. Next comes the Lord 


‘High Constable of England, the Duke of 


Fife, with his staff, attended by two 
pages, followed in order by the orb, 
borne by the Duke of Somerset, and the 
chalice, borne by fae-Birhop of - Wia- 
chester. 


Each peer in the procession Is attend- 
ed by his own page, who follows behind 
him and carries his coronet.. The pages 
are either sons or near relatives of 
those upon whom they attend. 

The procession enters the abbey to the 
singing of the choir of the anthem, “I 
was glad when they said unto me, we 
will go into the house of the Lord.” 
(Psalm 122, verses 1, 8, 6, 7.) The King 
and Queen, having passed up the body 
of the church to “the theater,” as the 
intersection of the nave and transepts 
is called, after a silent prayer, take 
their seats in the chairs of estate placed 
between the altar and their throne. 

Then comes the _ recognition. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury turns to the 
east part of the theater, while the King 
stands facing in the same direction 
beside his chair and says in a loud 
voice: 

“Sire, I here present unto you King 
George, the undoubted King of this 
realm. Wherefore, all you who are 
come this day to do your homage and 
service, are you willing to do the 
same?”’ 

The people, lef by the professors 
and boys of Westminster School, sig- 
nify their willingness by all with one 
voice crying out, “Viva Rex” and “God 
Save King George.” 


Prepares to Take Oath. 


In company with the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Great Chamberlain, Lord High 
Constable and Earl Marshal—the Garter 
King «f Arms preceding them—the 
Archbishop goes to the other three sides 
of the theater in this order, south, 
west and north and repeats the question, 
the people answering as before. As the 
last shout dies away, the trumpets 
sound and the Bible, patina and chalice 
are brought by the bishops carrying 
them and placed upon the altar. The 
officers of State carrying the regalia, 
except those carrying the swords, then 
approach and present them to the Arch- 
bishop, who in turn delivers them to the 
Dean of Westminster to be placed by 
him upon the altar, 

The Litany now follows, being 
sung by two bishops, vested in copes 
and kneeling at a faldstool on the 
middle of the east side of the thea- 
ter, the choir singing the responses.

Archbishop: Will you solemnly 
promise and swear to govern the peo- 
ple of this United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the domin- 
fons thereto belonging, according to 
the statutes in Parliament agreed on 
and the respective laws and customs 
of the same? 

King: I solemly promise to do so. 

Archbishop: Will you with your 
power cause law and justice, ir 
mercy, to be executed in all your 
judgments? 

King: I will. 

Archbishop: Will you to the ut- 
most Of your power maintain the 
laws of God, the true professions of 
the gospel, and the Protestant Re- 
formed religion established by law? 
And will you maintain and preserve 
inviolably the settlement of the 
Chureh of England, and the doctrine, 
worship, discipline and government 
thereof, as by law established in En- 
gland? And will you preserve unto 
the bishops and clergy 6f England, 
and to the churches there committed 
to their charge, all such rights and 
privileges, as by law do or shall ap- 
pertain to them, or any of them? 

King: I will. 

The King then rises out of his 
chair, supported as before and as- 
the Lord Great Chamberlain, 
the Sword of State being carried be-

in the great Bible which is 
brought to him from the altar by the 
Archbishop, he says: “The things 
which I have before promised I will 
perform and keep. So help me God.” 
He then kisses the book and signs 
the oath. 

The oath having been administered, 
the anointing comes. This is the 
most mystical and significant rite in 
the whole order. The King returns t> 
his chair, and while both he and the 
Queen kneel at the faldstools the 
Archbishop begins the hymn “Veni 
Creator Spiritus.” (“Come, Holy 
Ghost, Our Souls Inspire.’’) The choir 
singing it through. A brief prayer 
is next said by the Archbishop, and 
the choir then sings the anthem (lI 
Kings, i, 39, 40). “Zadok: the Priest, 
and Nathan the prophet,” while the 
King is disrobed of his coronation 
robe by the Lord Great Chamberlain 
and takes off his cap of state. His Ma- 
jesty then seats himself in King Eud- 
ward’s chair, and the four Knights of 
the Garter appointed for the pur- 
pose hold over him a rich pall of silk 
or cloth of gold (the canopy), the 
Dean of Westminster, taking the am- 
pula and the spoon from the altar, 
pours some of the oil into the spoon 
and with it the Archbishop anoints 
the King in the form of a cross: 


1. On the crown of the head, saying: 
“Be thy head anointed with holy oil, as 
kings, priests and prophets were anoint- 
ed.’’ 

2. On the breast, saying: 
breast anointed with holy oil.”’ 

3. On the palms of both hands, saying: 
“By thy hands anointed with holy oil.

Coronation’s Supreme Moment. 


Anointed, the regulia of the King Is 
delivered, each part by the custodian 
who bears it. 

The supreme moment of the corona- 
tion ceremony now comes with the put- 
ting on of St. Edward's crown. The 
Archbishop at the altar invokes God's 
blessing, then, as the King sits 
in King Edward's ancient chafr, 
he comes from the altar and, 
receiving the crown from the Dean 
of Westminster, places it reverently 
upon the King’s head. As he does so 
loud and repeated 
shouts cry “God save the King," the 
peers and kings of arms put on their 
coronets, the trumpets sound, and by a 
given signal the great guns at the tower 
are fired. 

After the Archbishop has pronounced 
the benediction the King goes to his 
throne, into which he is lifted up by the 
Archbishop and bishops and other peers, 
whereupon the officers of state stand 
around about the steps while the Arch- 
bishop exhorts him to “stand firm‘and 
hold fast henceforth the seat and state 
of royal and imperial dignity, which is 
this day delivered unto you In the name 
and by the authority of Almighty God.”

Hour Is a Happy Recollection. 

These recollections caused the Presi- 
dent to laugh. heartily for some time. 
He said that that hour to him, ever 
s.nece, has been a happy recollection. 

The engagement was a long one—near- 
ly three years. William proceeded to get 
a home and a bank account. 

In the spring of 15385 he saw his long- 
anticipated home-—-the ‘‘Quarry’’—rise on 
the crown of a pretty bit of highland on 
Bast Walnut Hills, Cineinnati, from 
which could be enjoyed, as the papers 
of that time stated, ‘‘one of the finest 
views of the Ohio River to be obtained 
about the city.” 

When he saw his home was ready he

“Miss Herron elected to become a June 
bride, and Saturday, the nineteenth of 
that month, was chosen as th. uay of 
days.

Begins His National Career. 

William H.. Taft loved the duties as 
a judge. He was, he felt, temperament- 
ally fitted for such work. But his“young 
wife said no, he must continue to hold 
ambitions and to work for them. He 
said ‘‘all right,’’ and pegged away. After 
he had been on the bench three years, 
1890, President Harr*son offered him the 
position of Solicitor - General of the 
United States. Judge Taft hesitated, 
but Mrs. Taft did not. He accepted the 
post and held it until March 1892, when 
he accepted an appointment as a judge 
in the Sixth United States Courc judi- 
cial. circuit. 

In 1896, Mrs. Taft, after learning 
that her husband was wanted s@ 
dean of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, persuaded him 
to resign the judgeship. He did not 
do so at once, however, but held 
both the positions. In 1900, however, 
he made up his mind to resign and 
accept the offer of President McKin- 
ley to go to Manila as the head of the 
United States Philippine Commission. 

Judge Taft went to the Philippines 
and took Mrs. Taft with him. She 
wanted to go, although he felt that 
the climate was none too good or the 
conditions in the country none tec 
settled. She was determined, how- 
ever, and went. 


Wife Hold Him to Ambition. 

Mrs. Taft stayed in the Philippines 
with Judge Taft until he was forced 
to return to the United States on 
accofint of ill health. Later, when he 
went to Rome to settle the ‘Friars’ 
Lands” trouble and continued on to 
the Philippines, Mrs. Taft accom- 
panied him. 

Mrs. Taft’s influence, the President 
tells his friends, was always great, 
but it was greatest at this time. 
Theodore Roosevelt, who had_ suc- 
ceeded McKinley as President, offered 
Commissioner Taft a berth on the 
United States Supreme Court. 

“This had been my life’s ambition,” 
the President told a warm personal 
friend at the time. 

Mrs. Taft said “no,” despite the fact 
that he held that there was nothing 
bigger than a Supreme Court justice. 

Meantime President Roosevelt be- 
came anxious. ,He wanted Taft for a 
judge. He called in Charles P. Taft 
and several friends of the President 
and asked them to work on “Will.” 
They did, but Mrs. Taft had worked 
on him in the meantime and he de- 
clined the offer. 


Becomes Secretary of War. 

When Mr. Taft declined the judge- 
ship, President Roosevelt offered 
him the portfolio of Secretary of War. 
He was about to decline it when Mrs. 
Taft asked him to occept it. He did. 
Here is what the President told an 
intimate friend and high Government 
oficial recently: 

“Mrs. Taft always had ambitions 
for me. She has aided: me tremend- 
ously since our marriage. She has 
supplemented my work in an effective 
way. My own inclination and desire 
was tO g0 on the Supreme Court 
bench. She felt I was presidential 
timber and vetoed my wish. 

“She is especially a good judge of 
men and has a remarkable intuition.” 

This friend added that Mrs. Taft 
played a@ prominent part @n the cam- 
paign for his nomination. 

In many ways the reception the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Taft will give Monday 
right will be unique and the most elab- 
orate ever given at the White House or 
in Washington. The one regret is that’ 
Mrs. Taft will not be able to serve as 
hostess, but Miss Helen Taft will act for 
her. 

All In all it will be the most notable 
imniversary celebration ever held at the 
White House.

MANHATTAN, Kas., June 11. 
‘HERE are few girls, 
elty or country, who 
know the difference 
between an Ayrshire 
and a Holland tow. 
which breed gives 
the most milk and 
which is best for 
butter fat—the stuff 
that makes butter. 
How many know 
anything about’ the 
soil and the things 
it produces, the 
things they eat and 
wear and depend upon for farm profits? 
If you take children from the farms to the 


city or town to teach them the first elements 
of agriculture they are rather likely to find 
soinething there more attractive than upon the 
home place, aren't they? That will mean de- 
serting the farm. But if you teach the boys 
and girls the first principles of farming right 
there, on the farm, at the early age’ when im- 
pressions are very important and first opinions 
may have much to do with after actions, they 
are not as likely to desert the farm, are they? 
Doesn’t that seem reasonable? 


That’s what Kansas intends to do. It began 
its new program June 1. Every applicant that 
took a {@b in a rural school that day had passed 
en wJamination in elementary agriculture. That 
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means they began studying last winter as soon 


as the new law passed the legislature. It means, 
tco, that the girls of the next generation will 
know a whole lot more about farming than th 
fathers of this period, and ‘in many \cases they 
won't have to overwork themselves studying to 
do that. e 

The first class in elementary agriculture at 
the Kansas State Agriculture College had in it 
fifty girls and two young men. No more inter- 
esting course ever was offered.

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# ON THE DUTY OF OBEYING YOUR CHILDREN w# 


N THESE days everything is altering its 
focus, even that family life on which En- 
sland used to pride itself, says London 
Truth. We are, in fact, gradually chang- 
ing from a sturdy remnant of ancestor 

worship to the cult of child worship. Obedience 
is now the first duty: of parents, and children 
must learn to command as the first step towards 
being able, when they become parents, to obey. 
Only in the external business of life does the 
converse of this stil] hold good; and even there 
the cry is all for young people, who make up 
in energy what they lack in experience. There 
is no use fighting against this state of affairs. 
It is too strong for us, and Mrs. Partington 
might combat the Atlantic with a broom more 
profitably than anyone could stem the flood 
which leads on to independence. 

Mrs. Maxwel] Armfield has written a book about 
this in her “Mothers and Fathers” (Chatto and 
Windus). It is built on an interesting there, 
and is done with a 200d deal ef skill. She shows 
us patient, hard-working, loving parents, who 
consider that in return for all they have done for 
their children these will always remain with 
them and always bow down to the’ parental views 
of life.

When we realize that without the 
soi] all life upon our earth would perish, 
we begin to look upon the soil with a new 
interest. 

It is supposed that at one time the earth 
was solid rock and that the soil has been 
formed by the grinding up of this rock 
material. Thus we see that soil is composed 
of ground-up rock material. Ground-up rock 
material alone will not make a fertile soil. 


A fertile soil must contain decaying organic 
matter or plant material as well. Thus the 
soil is ground-up rock mixed with organic 
matter capable of supporting plant life. 
Nature has used a number of different agents 
to break up and grind the rock that. once 
covered the earth into fine particles that now 
make up our soil. 

“The principal agents that Nature used in 
this work were water, air, ice, wind and 
changes in temperature, and after life ap- 
peared upon the earth plants, animals, and 
decaying plant material assisted. These 
agents have worked for countless ages to 
produce the “soil in the fine condition that 
we now find it; they are stil] working and 


wil] continue to work to mane the soil finer. 


How many farmers, anywhere, can tell you 
anything about the soil except that it is sandy 
or black or red or “hard pan” or wet or dry?

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THE SECRET OF GROWING LARGE CORN CROPS 


BOY in Louisiana raised 158 bushels of corn 

on an acre of land last year. This was eight 

times the average yield of the State, and a 
production so wonderful] that it has attracted at- 
tention throughout the corn-growing world. 

Any farmer may do the same thing. But the 
success of the Louisiana boy was though such 4 
wonderful feat that letters by the thousand have 
come to him asking him how he’ did it. 

An ear of corh ought to weigh, when thorough- 
ly dry, one pound, he writes, That is just a fair 
sized good car. Corn is planted on hills 3% feet 
apart each way, making 3555 hills to an acre. If 
each hill produced just ope good ear weighing 
one pgund the yield per acre would be 50 bushels. 
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Corn growers aim to have three stalks growing 
in each hill, and if every stalk produced a mod 
erate size ear that weighed one pound the yield 
would be 150 bushels to the acre’ 

But the average yield in Illinois is only 35 bush 
els to the acre. The average in Louisiana is only 
19 bushels to the acre. The average yield in the 
United States is only 25 bushels per acre, or an 
average of an 8-ounce nubbin to each stalk to each 
bill, and two-thirds of the stalks in each bill 
yielding nothing.

a *, recorded in medical or surgical annals. 


Johnson’s skull is from one-half to three-quar- 
ters of an inch thick. That of the average hu- 
man being is from one-eighth to one-half au inch 
in thickness. The thitkness of the skull, it 
should be explained, is not uniform or graduated, 
_ but. varies. 

Roentgen ray 
from five to fifteen seconds to penetrate the head 
of the average human being sufficiently to make

After the photo- 
graph had been taken some of the ~experts 
guthered to view the operation suggested that 
Jack Johrson submit to an X-ray exposure The 
cvlored champion immediately assented, and the 
extraordinary X-ray photograph which accom 
panies this article was the result. 

At first the officers of the German Hospital! 
were unwilling to permit the photograph to be 
used, but Johnson’s consent was secured and the 
X-ray ‘photograph shown here is_ published 
through the courtesy of Dr. Woerner Roehl. 
superintendent of the hospital. 

The X-rey picture here shown is the actual 
size of Johnson's head. This will be surprising 
to many people who may have understood from 
sporting writers that Johnson has a smal] head. 
As a matter of fact, his head only appears 
small because it is set upon a huge frame and 
is seen against his massive shoulders. Johnson's 
head is far larger than that of average persons. 

Surgical and medical experts of national repu- 
tation have pronounced Johnson probably the 
most invulnerable man ever created. They say 
that probably no human being ever hss been 
found to have the same protection of muscle and 
bone as has the tar-baby giant who is recognized 
as the champion ring fighter of all time. 

Not only is Johnson's head of great size, but 
his brain is larger than that of the average man, 
and it is set in an almost impregnable dome. 
The muscular covering of the big black fight- 
ing machine is so great that it took the utmost 
skill of Joseph Kleber, a locally celebrated 
Roentgen ray operator, to pierce the skull with 
his rays in a little more than five minutes. 

The surgeons found that Johnson’s jaw is firm- 
ly fastened to his skull. A blow which probably 
would kill an ox or a steer would barely feaze 
Jack Johnsen. In the words of one of the sur- 
geons, “his occipital adhesion is equal to that of 
a Harveyized nickel turret. He has been con- 
structed to withstand all except the impact of a 
steel -projectile from a 12-inch gun.”

According 
to the description, the young, born whilst the 
parent is on the wing, are immediately able to 
fly ‘after her. It is believed that tuere is here 
a Palirdy fabulous story derived fre 4 
Mand a sicht of some flying squirre! ¥Chine<e mid- 
Wives say that the use of a cl . of this bird- 
mammal will procure an easy accouchement. 
Hunan is credited with the possession at Yung- 
chow of a swallow which — high winds and 


stormy weather lov-s to fly in the gusty elements, 
but as soon as the storm subsides turns to stone 
again. Hence'it is known <3 the Stone Swallow. 

The Oil Squeezer is a native of Kajchow in 
Shantung. In appearance it might easily be mis- 
taken for a sheldrake floating on tae water.

which is rich in reptilia. Thus we have the Round 
Snake of Kweichow, which takes its name from 
being egg-shaped, and so streaxed and painted 
with five different colors as to resen ble a painted 
landscape. People who see it, unless they know 
its deadly nature, are irresistibly tempted to pick 
it up on account of its beauty, thinking it to be 
merely a beautiful stone. But with the warmih 
of the body the creature becomes lively and puts 
out its head. Then is the danger, for he who is 
bitten dies. 
of it is spilt on the ground no grass will grow 
near the place for three years, and all that is 
necessary to poison arrows effectually is to stick 
them in the soil there. 


Then there is the Square Snake of Kiangsi, 


which takes the shape of a trunk, squirts an inky 
fluid at people, and so kills them at once. 

Still more marvelous is the Splitter. In England 
there is a belief not unlike that of the Chinese in 
this respect. Some English country people proba- 
bly hold to this day that a snake when cut to 
pieces has sometimes the power of reuniting itse?. 
This is the Chinese story: The Splitter has a 
length of about fourteen inches and the cir- 
cumference of a copper-cash, say about the size 
of a silver quarter dollar. If a man comes near 
it, it leaps into the air, and coming down to 
earth again divides into 12 pieces. (These stories 
are always precise in detail.) If a man should be 
se incautious as to pick up one of these segments 
a head grows out from either end of it, the man is 
bitten, and inevitably dies. Should he be wary 
enough to leave so uncanny a creature to itself, 
the segments afterwards unite again. 

Southern China and Annam can boast possession 
of the wonderful snake known as the Caller, or 
Calling Snake. Lonely travelers will hear it some- 
times crying out, “Where are you from and 
where are you going to?”_If the man answers, 
the snake will follow him for several tens of li, 
and will sneak into iS hotel when he reaches it 
in the evening. But as it invariably carries with 
it a very offensive smell, the Innkeeper seems to

Know what to expect. So he asks the traveler, 
“Did you hear any voice calling to you on the 
way?” The traveler answers, “Yes.” Then the 
iunkeeper knows exactly what has happened and 
what to do. He takes a Wu-kung, a sort of flying 
centipede, and puis it in a box near the traveler’s 
pillow. In the night, when the offensive smell 
shows that the caller is approaching, they open 
the box and the centipede bounces out, attacks 
the snake, gives it one bite, and kills it. Should

out.

electricity—-which no one can see, or conceal 
about his person, or pack in a sack and carry 
away—is defined as a misdemeanor in three 
Missofiri statutes, and is practised by a new and 
selentifie species of thieves. 
, Since Jan. 1, 1911, 10 warrants have been is- 
sued in St. Louis, lodging the formal charge of 
“stealing electricity.” Seven convictions, includ- 
ing one prison sentence, have resulted. Stirred 
by its losses, the Union Electric Light and Power 
Coe. of this city has instituted a secret service 
Bureau and engaged Phillips W. Moss, former 
Prosecuting Attorney, to conduct the cases, the 
Chief of Detectives has detailed two officers to 
assist the operatives of the lighting company. 

If asked precisely what electricity is, Edison 
might be stumped, or mutter something unintel- 
ligible to the common man about “ions” and 
“stresses ef ether.” But Missouri legislators and 
St. Louis judges are embarrassed by no such 
seientifie hesitancy. In their matter-of-fact view, 
electricity is not one of the mysteries of the 
earth, but a practical commodity, to be bought 
and sold; and therefore a property susceptible 
ef theft. 

“Otherwise reputable persons,” says one official 
ef the Union Electric Company, “seem to think it 
am excellent pleasantry to defraud us because 
we are a corporation, just as they would delight 
in contriving to ride free on a train to Alton or 
in beating the street car company out of a nickel. 


Ingenious Methods of 
Purloining the Elusive Fluid. 


oT HE recent convictions in St. Louis, re- 
sulting in heavy fines and imprison- 
ment, should bring them to a Jess 
humorous sense of their offense, and to a reali- 
gation that under our system of vigilant ¢om- 
rarison of bills and of secret service watchfwl- 
mess, they will inevitably be brought to book. 
Every person who steals electricity, however 
 @leverly, is sure to be caught.” 
Benjamin Franklin, who, according to the fa- 
mous motto, “snatched lightning from the sky 
end the scepter from tyrants,” was probably the 
‘first purloiner of electricity. Obviously, the sky 
‘@ould not bring proceedings against him. As 
tools he employed a kite, a steel rod and a Leyden 
jor. The modern electricity burglars use instru- 
ments and methods even more ingenious—so 
much se that it is believed by the authorities a 
band ef tramp electricians is educating St. Louis 
househelders and business men in devices to 
plunder electricity from meters. 
Although every thief has his own methods, these 
are divided into two broad classes—with meters

West Enders Accused 


of Diverting Company’s Current. 


HE shunt wire is of soft copper and is 
T held in place by a screw. When the wire 
is worked back and forth it is gradually 
flattened and may be pulled out, whereupon no 
current passes through the meter. This method 
has the advantage that the shunt wire may be 
quickly replaced so that its removal cannot be 
readily detected. The “jumper” system is easier 
of discovery, because in most cases the thick in- 
sulation of the meter wires is scraped off at 
points, leaving conspicuous clews. 

The wire tappers may steal current from a 
cable. In two cases in St. Louis they pilfered 
electricity from the wires of electric fans, the 
meters of which were not inspected during the 
winter months. It is obvious that all these meth- 
ods presuppose at least an elementary knowledge 
of electricity. 

It is declared by those who assert they know 
that several families in the fashionable West End 
section of St. Louis illuminate their houses with 
electricity night after night, from cellar to attic, 
and still receive only the minimum monthly Dill 
of $1. When asked the secret of their economy, 
they smile knowingly. Investigation would show 
that their meters have been tampered with by one 
o* the several methods in use. 

The case is related of one society woman who 
gave a lawn party. Her outdoor illumination of 
hundreds of electric lanterns was greatly admired 
by her guests. To her best friends she admitted 
that the lighting did not cost hera cent. A needy 
electrician had tapped the wires inside her house 
in such a way that the current expended for her 
party was not recorded. 

An employe of the Union Electric Company 
occasionally went into a saloon on Franklin ave- 
nue. While looking about, he discovered that 
“jumper” wires, in full sight, had been attached 
to the electric meter. The saloon man, despite 
his protests, was fined $50 and, costs. 

The company was informed by a volunteer that 
the meter in the St. Charles. Hotel, 500 North 
Fourteenth street, was not recording correctly. 
Two secret service men entered the hotel and 
played poo] for an hour and a half. The meter 
was in one corner of the room, with the dial ex- 
posed. By glancing casually at it from time to 
time the detectives discovered that the dial was 
motionless, although the lights in the place were 
burning at full blast. 

Later they returned and again played pool. 
By arrangement, the regular inspector of the 
district called and notified the hotel keeper that 
he would return in a few minutes and inspect the 
meter. As soon as he had gone, it was testified, 
the hotel keeper hastened to\the meter and, in 
view of the pool-playing seitntres, opened the 
box and removed a wire “jumper.” + While this 
was being done, all the lights were cut off for 
half a minute. 
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caused a description of the buried treasures to 


be placed in a cathedral at Montreal, where it 
remains to this day.

N inspector passing a cutlery grinding 
A establishment at 514 Pine street, noticed 
a “jumper” over the meter and found 
that the proprietor was stealing current to run 
two large lamps and to furnish power to operate 
his grinding machines. When questioned, he de- 
clared that he inserted the “jumper” wires “to 
make the motor go faster.”

The authorities became acquainted with “ways 
that are dark and tricks that are vain” when 
Quong Lee, a restaurant keeper at 10 North 
Fourteenth street, was arrested for stealing elec- 
tridity. The meter had been removed when the 
place changed hands, and the new proprietor did 
not apply for current or have a meter installed. 
Nevertheless, the inspectors, passing by, found 
that the shop was brilliantly lighted with elec- 
tricity.

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NOTHER timely indictment has been 
handed down against the mosquito 
the house fly. 
United States Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service has been investigating 

the various problems associated with recent out- 
breaks of leprosy, and Surgeon D. H. Currie, 
Director of the Hawalian Investigation Station, 
has reported to the Washington authorities on 
the probability of the mosquito and the house 
fiy carrying and spreading the dread disease. 
The most important of Dr. Currie’s experi- 
mental studies related to the inflience of mos- 
quitoes and house flies in disseminating the dis- 
ease. On theoretical grounds it appeared pos- 
sible that mosquitoes drawing blood from a 
leprous ‘nodule might convey the bacilli to the 
skin of a healthy person subsequently bitten by 
the insect. Leprous ulcers are situated often on 
exposed surfaces, especially on the face, and are 
therefore easily accessible to the mosquito in 
search of blood. Moreover, the rubbing and 
scratching of the site of a puncture on the healthy 
skin by the person bitten might be thought of as

Dr. Currie demonstrated, however, that these 
insects in feeding do not tmbibe bacilli of leprosy 
for the reason that the mosquito inserts its pro- 
bocis directly into a blood vessel, thus obtaining 
blood free from bacilli and unmixed with lymph, 
The insect neither avoids biting a leprous nodule 
nor is its digestive tract or the contained fluids 
capable of altering the morphology of this bacil- 
lus in a reasonable length of time. 

With respect to the influence of domestic and 
other flies found in and around houses in Hawaii, 
Dr. Currie’s investigations show that when given 
an opportunity of feeding on leprous fluids these 
insects will afterward be found for several days 
to contain bacilli of leprosy in their intestinal 
tract, and in the tracks which they leave on food 
and other articles. This fact, together with the 
well-known habits of the house fly, make it cer- 
tain that if there is opportunity afforded to feed 
on an exposed leprous ulcer, these insects will 
frequently convey immense numbers of bacilli of 
leprosy, directly or Indirectly, to the skin, nasal 
mucous membrane and digestive tract. 
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A flat dweller at 209 North Twenty-first street 
displayed much ingenuity in obtaining electricity 
without paying for it. He made connection with 
a feed wire outside the building, led the current 
intg, his apartment and fed six lamps. For his 
ground wire he used a water pipe in the kitchen.

‘ules of health that I have outlined. 

It is not necessary to buy dumbbells or gym- 
nasium equipment of any kind. These “setting 
up” or “body building” exercises, as they are 
sometintés called, are taken without apparatus 
by the cadets in the West Point gymnasium, 
and I believe they contribute more to keeping 
them in condition than any feature of their well 
ordered daily routine. 


The two exercises for obtaining a correct car- 
riage which I described in my first article are 
excellent “setting up” exercises for anyone. 
They reduce the protruding paunch and develop 
the chest. They should be combined with the 
following exercises which I will describe in 
detail. 


Perhaps the best all. around body-building ex- 
ercise is as follows: Assume a squatting posi- 
tion with the entire weight resting on the balls 
of the feet ang the hands clenched alongside 
the knees, as shown in the picture A. Then 
raise the body as slowly as possible, still keep- 
ing the weight on the balls of the feet and‘ lift- 
ing up with the arm at the same time. When 
the body is erect raise the arms above the head 
with the palms outstretched as far as possible. 
Remain on the balls of your feet during the 
entire movement. Picture B shows the po- 
sition at the finish of the exercise. 


When done properly this brings into play al- 
most every musclie in the body, and the average 
city man who is umaccustomed to exercise has 
only to practice jt a few times to find himself 
covered with prespiration. Indeed, trained 
athletes cannot do it more than a dozen times 


in succession, 

One of the best exercises for developing the 
abdominal muscles is the simplest. It is simply 
bending’ the body from side to side with arms 
extended. It strengthens the side muscles and

It is a good plan te count while taking these 
setting up exercises. For instance, in this last, 
count from one to sixteen, giving one movement 
to each count. Then take a brief rest before 
repeating it or take another exercise that will 
bring other muscles into play. After one has 
taken these setting up exercises for several 
weeks one can count up to twenty-four or even 
thirty, but the beginner will find that sixteen 
movements of each one will tire him. 

A splendid exercise to follow the one I have 
just described—one which will reduce the pro- 
truding stomach—is a simple bending move- 
ment. Place the hands on the hips and bend 
until your head is leve] with your back. Re- 
peat this sixteen times before stopping to rest 
or returning to the side movement.” The sid 
movement can be varied by keeping the hands 
on the hips instead of extending them. This 
is very restful after one has practised the ex- 
ercises with the arms extended, 

A more difficult exercise is often spoken of as 
the “forward lunge.” To take this, stand erect 
with the chest out and the hands clenched just 
below the breast, as shown in the picture E. 
Then step forward as far as possible with your 
left foot, at the same time throwing back your 
arms as far as possible on the same level as 
your shoulders. Keep your hands clenched .and 
balance your weight on your left foot and the 
ball of the right foot. Picture No. 6 shows the 
correct position after the “lunge’’ has been 
made. After this exercise has been taken by 
“lunging” the left foot, vary it by using the 
right foot first. It is a very vigorous exercise 
and eight or ten times will suffice for the be- 
ginner, 

Perhaps the most effective exercise for the 
muscles of the neck and back—but one which 
also brings into play the muscles of the legs 
and arms—is as follows: Assume a squatting 
position, with the hands on the floor, as shown 
in the picture G. Then extend the legs back- 
ward until the weight of the body rests on the 
toes and hands, as shown in the picture H. 
The body should be kept as straight as possible 
and one jump should bring you back to the 
{first squatting position. 

This exercise is rather vigorous and six or 
eight times in succession will tire out the aver- 
age man. It is very restful .o stand up and be- 
gin a side movement with the body after this 
exercise,

The United States Department of 
Agriculture holds the mosquito re- 
sponsible for the fact that some of 
the best land in the South is practi- 
cally lying idle. The lands in the 
Delta region of Mississippi and ad- 
joining states, for instance, are the 
richest, from an agricultural stand- 
point, in the whole world, with the 
possible exception of those in the 
Delta region of the Nile; and yet this 
fertile: region, where millions of dol- 
lars lie in the soil, ts very sparsely 
settled and almost worthless because 
of the prevalence of malaria there. 
Formerly it was a great cotton coun- 
try. but the advance of the cotton 
boll weevil into the district has re- 
duced that industry to insitnificant 
proportions. It also has had the cus- 
tomary effect of driving away a con- 
siderable proportion of the negro 
labor. 

Negroes as a rule res‘st malaria 
better than whites, and many of 
them are immune, but they prefer the 
cotton fields to other forms of labor 
in the South. As a consequence, this 
great Delta region cannot be devel- 
oped. White men are susceptible to 
malaria in a high degree and _ the 
mosquito therefore almost has this 
rich country to himself. Unless some 
means is found of driving away the 
mosquito or it is found practicable 
to import labor, the Mississippi Delta 
country is to become impoverished 
and may practically revert to a wil- 


derness. 
No brief can be held for the mos- 


quito on the ground that another 


thing or condition may be responsible 
for the spread of malaria in the 
South. Dr. Donald Ross of the Liv- 
erpool School of Tropical Medicine, 
who was the first to hrove the rela- 
tion between mosquitoes and mala- 
ria, has convicted the mosquito. and 
his discoveries has been confirmed 
by workers in many parts of the 
world, notably our own country. They 
have proved that malaria, chills and 
fever, marsh fever, intermittent fever, 
remittent fevér and pernicious fever 
al] are due to one-celled parasitic ani- 
mals called plasmodia, which live in 
the human biood and feed upon the 
red corpuscles. They have proved, 


also that these plasmodia are intro- 
duced into the blood only through the 
proboscis of certain mosquitoes of the 
genus Anopheles. 

The word Anopheles comes from 
the Greek and means both “useless” 
and “harmful.” When these plasmo- 
dia have increased sufficiently by cell 
div‘sien, the :esulting spores escape 
from: the blood and thereby produce 
fever. In tue meantime another gen- 
eration of the parasites is developing 
in the blood and they, in turn, 
produce __ fever. This is what 
makee malaria an_ intermittent 
disease. The propagation of the 
plasmodia may continue for years un- 
less the patient is subjected to a pro- 
tracted course of treatment by qui- 
nine, which is the only remedy so far 
discovered chat will destroy the 
germs. Dr. Ross says an adult ma- 
laria patient should take at least five 
grains of sulphate of quinine every 
day for four months or more, letting 
a physician direct the treatment if 
possible. 

When a mosquito draws blood from 
a malaria patient it takes some of 
the plasmodia into its stomach, and 
there they go on reproducing and 
throwing off their colonies of spores, 
just as in the human body. The mos- 
quito, however, does not mind it, 
even when bis system gets so full of 
sporés that they find their way into 
his salivary glands. Then he is pre- 
pared to infect countless persons by 
injecting his saliva into their blood 
through his proboscis. The conclu- 
sions of sefence are, in brief, that 
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malaria is an infectious disease and 
that it cannot be introduced into the 
blood of a healthy person except 
turough the sting of a mosquito. 

The Anopheles mosquitoes, as a 
rule, bite only after sundown. They 
do not fly far and it is the general 
opinion of scientists that a journey 
of half a mile is the most extensive 
that a mosquito of this family ever 
undertakes. The Anopheles does, 
however, hibernate in a _ sheltered 
spot and come out in the spring pre- 
pared to carry on his deadly work 
as before. 

The Anopbelines are distinguished 
from other varieties of mosquitoes 
by the fact that their wings are spot- 
ted. In resting on a wall, the Ano- 
pheline inclines -his body away from 
the wall at a slight angle, while the 
fnarmiess mosquito’s body remainge 
horizontal to the wall when he is at 
rest. 

Some powerful weapons with which 


to fight the mosquito and some ef- 


fective remedies for preventive and 
curing the diseases he cawses hv: 
been discovered, L. O. Howard Ph. 
D., Chief of the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy at Washington, recently issued a 
pamphlet in which the preparation 
and use of these weapons and reme- 
dies is discussed. He recommends the 
use of spirits of camphor or ofl of 
pennyroyal to keep the mosquito 
away. Pour a few drops of either 
upon your pillow when you go to 
bed, or rub a small quantity of the 
liquid over your hands and face. Oil 
of peppermint, lemon juice and vine- 
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gar are mentioned as substitutes, and 
oil of tar may be used when mosqui- 
toes are particularly numerous and 
persistent. 

Oil ef citronella is one of the best 
substances for making the mosquito 
keep his distance, but it has an odor 
that is objectionable to some _ per- 
sons. To practically everyone, how- 
ever, it would seem the lesser of two 
evils when compared to a mosquito. 
Dr. Howard finds that an ounce of 
oil of citronella, an ounce of spirits 
of camphor and half an ounce of oil 
of cedar make a mixture which the 
mosquito considers especially unde- 
sirable. A few drops sprinkled on 
a bath towel hung above the head of 
the bed will keep ordinary mosqui- 
toes away. Mosquitoes that are un- 
usually brave or voracious may be 


baffled by rubbing the mixture on the. 


hands and face, 

The ujfficulty in using any of these 
remedies is that they usually have 
evaporated by the time dawn ap- 
proaches and that is just when the 
biggest and most wicked of the mos- 
quitoes begin to get busy. 

The mosquito which spreads yellow 
fever always begins his work prompt- 
ly at daylight and continues until the 
last traces of night are gone. That 


is the time when the average person 


is sleeping very soundly. For these 
reasons !t sometimes is found neces- 
sary to mix ah ounce of the oil of 
citronella with four ounces of liquid 
vaseline for the purpose of prevent- 
ing rapid evaporation of the oil.

Pyrethrum powders, known.as Dal- 
matian insect powder or Persian in- 
ect powder, are tue most effective 
materials for keeping mosquitoes 
away by smoke, The fumes arising 
from these powders stupefy the mos- 
quitoes. 

Dr. John B. Smith recommends the 
burning of powdered jimson wee 's as 
a good way to drive mosquitoes from 
houses. He says it is advisabe to 
mix three parts of jimson weed witb 
one part of niter or saltpeter to make 
the process of combust'on more rap- 
id. The funes from jimson ¢ ced, 
Dr. Smith says, are not tnjurious to 
humans and will not damage mctals 
or fabrics. 

A Japanese physicicn says the 
burning of dried orange peel is an 
effective deterrent of mosquitoes. 
Sulphur also will keep the pests 
away, but its use is attended with 
some danger to mankind and shoul¢ 
be reserved for such times as the 
insects are suspected of bearing dis- 
ease germs. 

If you are one of those persons 
whose flesn swells badly and itches 
or becomes painful from the effects 
of a mosquito bite, you will be inter- 
ested in Dr. Howard's assertion that 
soap is a never-failing remedy. Sim- 
ply moisten a bar of to.e: soap and 
rub it gently on the puncture, and 
the irritation soon will pass away. 
Houshold ammonia, glycérine, alcohol 
and fodine are recommended for the 
same purpose. Rubbing a mosquito 
bite with a bit of indigo is said to 
be a remedy for the sting and the 
napthaline moth bai is another. Rev. 
R. W. Anderson of Wando, 8. C., de- 
clares he cures mosquito bites by 
holding the puncture against a hot 
lamp chimney, but he fails to say how 
hot the lamp chimney should be atid 
whether any other form of cautériza- 
tion would not serve as well.
